They found in his various pockets a ring 
of keys, a wallet containing forty or fifty dollars 
in bills and various cards, some odd silver, and 
a memorandum book full of random notations 
and figures.

HE Federal Court was in session and Profes- 
sor Schneider and his superior, one Hans 
Robert, were on trial for their lives. The 
charge was treason and attempted sabotage. 
The Attorney General of the United States was 
in charge of the prosecution and FBI man Paul 
Gregory wai the star witness for the United 
States.

Jimmie Woods informed me that Quincy does 
not have dial telephones — and even if they did 
have. Professor Schneider nor no one else could 
have dialed that number." 

"Why?" 

"Because the tetter Q does not appear on any 
dial phone."
